ALCOHOL FISCAL REPORT SHOWS 
MARKED GAINS—METHANOL UP 


Publication of the figures for June 
completed the fiscal year for ethyl 
alcohol and shows that production at 
industrial alcoho] plants amounted to 
165,106,618.94 proof gallons compared 
with 115,609,754.29 proof gallons for the 
preceding year and 146,950,912.76 proof 
gallons for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1932. 

Production of denatured alcohol for 
these fiscal years was 82,240,853.58 wine

In the manufacture of nitrocellulose 
lacquers it is customary to use some 
higher boiling solvents such as amyl 
acetate and butyl acetate, along with 
the ethyl acetate. A certain amount of 
slower evaporating solvents is neces- 
sary to prevent blushing and enable the 
lacquer to flow out and produce a 
smooth surface. However, it is to the 
interest of the lacquer manufacturer 
to see that ethyl acetate constitutes as 
large a proportion as possible of the 
active solvent mixture. 

Advantages other than lower cost of- 
fered by ethyl acetate are: milder odor, 
lower solution time, lower viscosity, 
and greater toluol tolerance.

The government has not made satisfactory

ly advised in many respects. It has 
vacillated between excessive firmness and 
not enough. It is time that a spirit of

Fire Prevention Week 


Despite the extraordinarily hazardous 
nature of many of their operations and 
products, the industries of the chemical 
group have relatively low fire losses. Never- 
theless their interest in the purpose of the 
devoting of the current week to particular 
consideration of fire prevention is keen. 
This interest is twofold, because the chemi- 
cal industries have contributed much to the 
development of methods for the prevention 
of fires and for the prompt extinction of 
fires which might easily become most de- 
structive. 

In the chemical industries every week 15 
fire prevention week. This must be so; for 
a fire in a chemical plant of any one of 
scores of types can be widely destructive 
of life and property. The success of these 
industries in the prevention of fires is large- 
ly the result of the proper development of 
the human element which is the chief 
factor among those responsible for the 
enormous losses through fires. Similar at- 
tention to this important factor in othet 
fields would do much to reduce the vast 
toll levied continuously by conflagrations. 

Fire prevention week should be properly 
observed in every plant, and by every in- 
dividual. It is specially important that the 
delayed disastrous results of carelessness be 
Fires that result at the 
moment from some one or another dis- 
regard of ordinary caution, usually can be 
as pcoaseeis checked. The greatest de- 
struction is wrought by fires in which 
carelessness in many matters of more or 
importance is a contributory factor, 
than the direct cause of the blaze.

Gasoline and Other Tax 


. . 
Regulations Are Revised 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26, 1934. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue to- 
day issued a revision of Regulations 
No, 44, dealing with the taxes on gas- 
oline, lubricating oil, wort, malt 
products, grape products, and matches, 


imposed by the revenue act of 1932, 
and modified by the revenue act of 
1934. 

The principal change is the new 


definition of gasoline, which, under the 


1934 law, includes all products com- 
monly known os sold as gasoline and 


all other liquids, such as benzene and 
naphtha, when sold for motor-fuel use. 
To make this division the regulations 
contain detailed technical  specifica- 
tions for gasoline and petroleum sol- 
vents. 

This definition is expected to end the 
very considerable confusion in the 
trade as to what products are taxable 
and what are not taxable. There have 
been many cases of aviation gasoline’s 


being sold as rubber solvent and 
similar misuse of terms, either with 
intent to evade the tax or through 
lack of a general understanding of the 
proper definition 

The new regulations aiso define 
manufacturer, producer, or importer, 
who in general must pay the tax on 
sale or use of the products, provide

N.Y. Drug and Chemical 
Group to Aid Recovery 


Plan to Offer Suggestions to 
NRA Results from Talk 
By Whiteside 


Arthur D. Whiteside, president of 
Dun & Bradstreet and former deputy 
administrator of the NRA and chair- 
man at the original hearings on the 
retail drug trade code, was the guest 
speaker at the first Fall meeting of the 
Drug, Chemical and Allied Trades sec- 
tion of the New York Board of Trade, 
held September 25 in the Drug and 
Chemical Club, this city. Dinner was 
served to more than eighty representa- 
tives of member firms and their guests 
prior to the meeting. 

Mr. Whiteside spoke on “The Future 
of the NRA.” Following his talk and 
after a number of members of the sec- 
tion had presented their views, the 
meeting approved a_ resolution, pre- 
sented by George Simon, that the sec- 
tion endeavor by the appointment of a 
committee to plan ways and means to 
formulate and crystalize a unified ex- 
pression of opinion from the various 
branches of the industry, so that a 
common platform could be developed 
for presentation to the National Re- 
covery Administration to aid and assist 
it in its future plans. 





Mr. Whiteside was introduced by 
S. W. Fraser, of Borroughs, Wellcome 
«& Co., chairman of the section. Mr. 
Fraser said that as president of the 
Wool Institute Mr. Whiteside was re- 


sponsible for bringing order out of 
chaos in the woolen industry. He men- 
tioned Mr. Whiteside’s understanding 
of finances through his work as head 
of the National Credit Office and presi- 
dent of Dun & Bradstreet. He ended 
by stating that the speaker's intimate 
experiences as a member of the NRA 
personnel had included all drug codes, 
and because of his personal contact 
With the problems of retailing. whole- 
saling, and manufacturing, he was par- 
ticularly qualified to speak on “The 
Future of the NRA.” 

Because of his intimate relations 
With the NRA officials in Washington, 
Mr. Whiteside requested that so far as 
his talk was concerned he preferred 
the meeting to be closed to the press. 
His talk was of an intimate character 
in which he paid sterling tribute to 
the genius for organization shown by 
Administrator Hugh 3s. Johnson, who 
had resigned. He spoke of the execu- 
tive ability of Donald R. Richberg, who 
acted as counsel to the NRA under Mr. 
Johnson's administration, and com- 
plimented the work of Frances Perkins, 
Secretary of Labor. September 27. ‘Mr. 
Whiteside was appointed by President 
Roosevelt one of the five members of

Methanol Price F iling 
For Antifreeze Asked 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27, 1934, 

A proposed amendment to the hard- 
wood distillation eode to provide for 
filing of prices was submitted to the 
National Recovery Administration to- 
day by M. H. Haertel, secretary of the 
industry's authority, F 

The amendment is to apply only to 
methanol sold for antifreeze purposes, 
and follows closely a similar provision 
in the industrial alcohol code. The text 
of the amendment is as

Article X.—Price Filing 


Section 1. This article shall apply only

fray the cost actually incurred by the

Retail Drug Code 
Cost Is Clarified 


Manufacturers’ Dozen List Price 
Without Deductions Set 
By Amendment 


Manufacturers’ wholesale list prices 
per dozen, without discount or othe1 
allowance, have been made the mini- 


mum retail sales price under the code 
for the retail drug trade. 

The retailers’ code has been amend- 
ed with approval of the National Re- 
covery Administration so that Section 
6 reads as follows:— 


Section 6. It is hereby declared an un- 


fair trade practice for any drug retailer 
to sell any drugs, medicines, cosmetics, 
toilet preparations or drug sundries at a 
price below the manufacturers’ wholesale 


list price per dozen; provided, however, 
that in the ease of biologicals or other of 
the above-mentioned products, which are 
not customarily sold in dozen or greater 
lots, the code authority may fix a com- 
parable unit quantity. 

The Administrator, at the recommenda- 
tion of the National Retail Drug Code 
Authority or otherwise, after such notice 


and hearing as he mav deem necessary, 
may suspend or modify the operation of 
this clause at any time when it appears 
that such operation does not tend to ef- 


fectuate the purposes of title I of the aet. 
The Administrator shall suspend or modi- 
fy the operation of this clause in any 
particular case where a manufacturer is 
found to be manipulating his prices be- 
cause of this provision in such a manner 
as to maintain an unwarrantedly higher 
price to the ultimate consumer or to 
oppress small enterprises, or otherwise 
to defeat the purposes of the act. 


Deductions for trade discounts and 
other allowances were eliminated be- 
cause they had been found to have 
only a negligible effect on the result- 


ing sales price, but to cause consider- 


able confusion in its determination. 
In his letter to the President an- 

nouncing approval of the amendment, 

Administrator Johnson said that the 


amendment did not alter the principle 


set forth in the previous provision 
nor appreciably alter the basis on 
which that principle was applied, ex- 


cept in so far as that basis had proved 
confusing in practice. The Administra- 
tor emphasized that the new provision 
is intended to “clarify and render more 
enforceable the previous clause and at 
the same time giving the Administra- 
tor express power to safeguard the 
interests of consumers and small en- 
terprises in individual cases.”

Delegated to Three Co-ordinated Boards 


Johnson’s Resignation Followed by First Move in 
Reorganization—Administrative Body 


Represents Different Groups 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28, 1934. 


Hugh S. Johnson resigned September 24 as administrator of the national 
industrial recovery act. He is being succeeded by three boards, two of which 
were named yesterday by the President. y 

Administrator Johnson submitted his resignation in a letter to President 
Roosevelt while the latter was in Hyde Park, N. Y. It was accepted the follow- 
ing day in a letter in which the President earnestly commended the loyalty 
and services of Mr. Johnson and expressed the hope that he would be able “‘to 
help me further in new duties and new tasks of public service. : ; : 

Administrator Johnson said that, in the future plans for the NRA, his posi- 
tion seemed “altogether superfluous.” The reorganization of the NRA and the 
creation of administrative boards are in line with suggestions made by Mr. 
Johnson some time ago. 

The two boards named by the President are the National Industrial Recovery 
Board which will handle the day-to-day executive work of administration, and 
the Industrial Emergency Committee, headed by Donald R. Richberg, which 
will, as the NRA policy unit, have the task of working out plans for continu- 
ance of NRA functioning, including the development of legislation extending 
the life of the administration beyond June 16, 1935, its present statutory limit. 
The third board, yet to be appointed, will have judicial duties in connection 
with complaints other than those having to do with labor.

low a fair margin of profit. Most of 
the plans so far, he said, have done lit- 
tle but merely help the service whole- 
salers by reducing discounts formally 
allowed to retailers. He asked whole- 
salers to work hand in hand with re- 
tailers to have manufacturers equalize 
their discounts in order that independ- 
ent retaiters might be in a competi- 
tive position with respect to chain 
and department stores. 

Secretary Dargavel attacked the 
direct discounts allowed to chain 
stores and said that manufacturers are 
not entitled to the support of the in- 
dependent retailer until such discounts 
are equalized. He termed price stabili- 
zation the only opportunity retail- 
ers will have to improve conditions 
under which they distribute merchan- 
dise and urged that refusal-to-sell 
policies be actually carried out by 
manufacturers. 

Officers of the association reported 
increased membership and that the or- 
ganization is in greatly improved fi- 
nancial condition.

Ad- 
mitting that the idea appeared attrac- 
tive in the abstract. Dr. Beal traced 
the origin and history of both associa- 
tions and discussed the characteristics 
and nature of each, concluding with 
the opinion that physical amalgama- 
tion could not be accomplished without 
the sacrifice of the distinguishing char- 
acteristics of either or both organiza- 
tions, 

Dr. Beal stressed the need for one 
organization made up solely of retail 
druggists and another to include rep- 
resentatives of colleges of pharmacy, re- 
search chemists, manufacturers, and 
wholesalers, and stated that if the two 
present organizations were merged an- 
other association would have to be 
formed.

a decrease of 26 percent. In addition, 
labor, which had part time employ- 
ment, has profited by increased or full 
time employment. There have been no 
arbitrary reductions of hours of work.

trade. The building industry is boom- 
ing. Apartments and office buildings, 
factories and other construction by 


private enterprise, are taxing the ca- 
pacity of the suppliers of materials. 
Mr. Queeny found a happy condition 


in the security markets of willing 
issuers and ready buyers. The former 
do not hesitate to submit to the re- 


quirements of the legislation surround- 
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ing financing, and the latter, with faith 
in their currency, invest it for the long 


periods in fixed obligations of both 
government and _ private’ enterprise. 
The long term government issues sell 
on a lower yield basis and command a 


substantial premium over the medium 
term or those subject to call in ten to 
fiiteen years, 

Mr. Queeny notes that 
recovery has been accomplished with- 
out labor trouble. It began in 1931 
after a crisis swept the socialistic 
Labor Party from control of the gov- 
ernment. It followed the imposition of 
protective tariffs, which, Mr. Queeny 
believes, are as permanent a part of 
the British national economy as they 
are of ours. It followed the balancing 
of the national budget and the ration- 
alizing of social legislation. It fol- 
lowed the government’s philosophy of 
close co-operation with industry and 
private enterprise. In 1933 the national

debt was reduced; a reduction of 10 
percent in taxation followed, and a 
surplus is anticipated in this year's 


budget estimates.

First Season Meeting 

CHICAGO, Sept. 30, 1934. 
Dr. Lee F. Supple, professor of 
organic chemistry at Lewis Institute 
and retiring chairman of the Chicago 
section of the American Chemical So- 
ciety, delivered the first lecture of the 
season before that group September 28. 
His subject was “Animal and Veg- 
etable Waxes.” Dr. Supple, for the 
last eight years chief chemist and 
technical director of the American 
Manifold Products Corporation, makers 
of carbon paper and typewriter rib- 
bons, has made extensive studies of 
the natural waxes and their industrial 

applications. 


The speaker asserted that of the 
animal and vegetable waxes, the two 


most important in industry are bees- 
Wwax and carnauba wax. He described 


the history of these waxes, their 
physical and chemical properties, 
methods of analysis and industrial 


applications. 

In group meetings held at the same 
time, Arthur Schroeder, director of 
technical service, Chicago Apparatus 
Company, discussed short cuts in 
chemical analysis. C. M. Suter, as- 
sistant professor of chemistry, North- 
western University, discussed prepara- 
tion and germicidal properties of some 
new phenol and_ resorcinol deriva- 
tives.

Naval Stores 


A steady or firm tone prevailed in 
Southern and local markets for naval 
stores last week, but aside from this 
the situation lacked features of inter- 


est. General conditions remained about 
as they were in the previous week,

as in political, business and financial

Occasional inquiries were 
noted but actual business was appar- 
ently limited to small lots, the aggre- 
gate movement of such quantities being 
no larger than in recent preceding 
weeks. Withdrawals on contracts were 
light. Trade in outside markets was 
generally reported as quiet. Receipts 
of seed at New York last week were

MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 28.—Argentine 
news is a shadow over the market. There

Peanuts for Making Oil 
Exempted from New Tax 


The Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration has established a process- 
ing tax of one cent per pound (farm- 
er's stock weight) on peanuts, and has 
terminated the floor stocks tax on pea- 
nuts The tax is suspended with re- 
spect to peanuts used in the manufac- 
ture of peanut oil, because the oil is 
of such relatively low value among 


peanut products that the imposition of 
the tax. it was felt, would handicap 
the sale of peanut oil and substan- 
tially decrease consumption of pea- 
nuts, 

Under the terms 
adjustment act the processing tax on 
peanuts was calculated at 2.8 cents per 
pound, this being the difference be- 
tween the current average farm 
of ’.8 cents per pound and the 
exchange value of 5.6 cents The 
retary of Agriculture found, however, 
that the full statutory tax would 
duce domestic consumption of peanut 
products and in the accumula- 
tion of surplus stocks or in the

Imports of codliver 
oil into the United States during the 
first six months of 1934 amounted to 
1,632,000 gallons valued at $947,000 as 
against 1,801,000 gallons valued at 
$764,000 for the first six months of 
1933. Unrevised statistics of exports 
from Newfoundland indicate a de- 
crease in shipments abroad of codliver 
oil for August, 1934, to 14,149 Imperial 
gallons from 56,678 gallons for August, 
1933. 

Codeine Salts. — A pickup in inquiry 
was believed to be the prelude of the 
wider consumption that is due to be- 
gin in the not far distant future. Con- 
sumers will find the market excep- 
tionally firm this year as the cost of 
producing all narcotics has risen sub- 
stantially since last Winter. 

Corn Syrup.—Prices were very firm

Dohme Portrait Given to 
Maryland Pharmacy School 


Dr. A. R. L. Dohme has presented 
to the School of Pharmacy of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland a painted portrait 
of his father, the late Charles E. 
Dohme, who was president of the in- 
stitution, in the early years of the 
present century. 

Charles E. Dohme, long associated 
with the pharmaceutical manufactur- 
ing house of Sharp & Dohme, Balti- 
more, was graduated from the Mary- 
land College of Pharmacy in 1860. He

Louis Dohme, who was 
1856. Both brothers had 
formal, official interest in the school. 
Through their wide contacts with the 
drug trade in the South, they got many 
students for the school, and they man- 
ifested a personal interest in the wel- 
fare and progress of these matricu- 
lants. Louis Dohme was unmarried 
and lived with his brother, and it was 
their custom frequently to entertain 
the students in their home. 

Their standing and acquaintance in 
the drug trade of Maryland enabled 
Louis Dohme and Charles E. Dohme 
to enlist leaders in the profession in 
taking an active interest in the affairs 
of the Maryland college. Having been 
bereft of their mother at an early age, 
the Dohme brothers came to regard 
their pharmacy college as an alma 
mater in a peculiarly intimate and af- 
fectionate sense. Their deaths (Louis 
died in 1910, and Charles E. in 1911) 
were keenly felt by the college organ- 
ization and by hundreds of its gradu- 
ates. Their work in and for the in- 
stitution survived in influences 
which the parent university values and 
respects.

Pearl Essence Industry 
Jeopardized by Imports 


Unless additional tariff 
is provided to counteract low-priced 
imports from Russia and Japan, the 
loss of the domestic market by Ameri- 
can manufacturers of pearl essence is 
imminent, according to Duncan W. 
Leys, of Paispearl Products, Inc., this 
city, president of the Pearl Essence 
Producers Association, in an _ inter- 
view with a _ representative of the 
REPORTER, 

To substantiate this belief, Mr. Leys 
said that domestic consumption will 
approximate 5,000 pounds this year; 
whereas, imports from Russia alone in 
the first five months of 1934, amounted 
to more than 2,000 pounds. In addi- 
tion, the 1933 carryover of imported 
stocks was fairly large. He further 
explained that the average cost of 
production for the American manu- 
facturer operatine under the NRA 
amounts to $9 to $10 per pound, while

Demand Lags Behind Normal Volume for This Season — Prices 
Show Firmness Based on Moderate Sized Collections — 
Competition Quiet Active—Open Reductions Few 


Although practically all dealers in 
botanical drugs took a sanely optimis- 
tic view concerning the probable trend 
of business during the coming season 
of active consumption, it was clear last 
week that demand was not what it 
should be at this time of the year. 
Buyers were activated by a strong ele- 
ment of caution in placing their or- 
ders, The disposition to protect future 
requirements well ahead was lacking 
and in its place was a conservatism 
that kept buying within limits set 
mainly by the needs of the present 
and immediate future. 

In contrast with the lack of normal 
business was the steadiness of prices. 
With but a few minor exceptions, 
botanical drugs prices were in firm

Not 
so last week. At the very worst, open 
quotations were subject to moderate 
shading when to shade was to get the 


order. Few instances of open reduc- 
tion of quotations with a view to 
stimulating request were noted. When 


shading was possible, or likely, dealers 
awaited definite inquiry and restricted 
such shading to orders’ involving 
quantities of merchandise that were 
especially attractive. 

There is a basic check against any 
general downward drift of prices al- 
most regardless of the volume of cur- 
rent consumption. That check is the 
prices which dealers have paid and are 
still paying the suppliers of botanical 
drug merchandise in the several 
primary markets. With none but few 
exceptions, the first cost of crude drugs 
is uniformly high and strongly main- 
tained. Such a position on the part of 
primary market factors is possible 
solely because the collections at home 
and abroad have been subnormal. The 
normal inflow of new crop stocks has 
not existed for at least two years, Con- 
sumption has not warranted collectors 
selling the distributing trade paying 
the prices that would have caused 
workers to bring in normal deliveries 
to the collection depots. The entire 
trend of collection has been downward 
ind the result is that present stocks 
are low enough to make dealers selling 
manufacturing consumers adhere to a 
very firm price policy

Dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1934, the ship- 
ments totaled 27,850 kilos. This cur- 
tailment in production was caused by 
the very low prices for prime quality 
French beans, prices which were so 
attractive to consumers as to turn 
many former users of Mexican beans 
to the product of the French Islands. 
At no time has Mexican material un- 
dergone any substantial drop in price, 
this for the reason that production 
costs were high to permit reduc- 
tions.

Cumin.—Most reports indicated that 
this article was comparatively scarce. 
It was probably not so much scarce as 
it was in low supply and subject to a 
fairly high replacement cost. Spot 
quotations ranged $7.75 to $10 per 
pound, according to seller, there being 
no two dealers quoting the same price. 
Demand was exceedingly routine. 

Dill._— The market was strong as 
prices were virtually nominal and 
stocks were exceptionally small. How- 
ever, a keen study of requirements 
and probable stocks is underway and 
a more definite citation of market val- 
ues is likely to be possible in the not 
far distant future. 

Erigeron.— No one seems to want 
this article, but the fact is that it is 
lightly stocked and most sellers are 
unable to quote firm. The primary 
market has been busy distilling the 
peppermint crop and as yet has had 
nothing to say regarding the probable 
output of this oil this year. 

Eucalyptus.—The market was about 
steady, sellers not having changed 
their individual price views for more 
than a month. As to consumption, the 
current movement was said to be con- 
servative in size and the undertone of 
the market was well maintained in 
most quarters. 

Geranium.—The price to be paid de- 
pended on seller and quality, and the 
quality was as wide as the range in 
quotations. An example is the fact 
that one quarter priced the Algerian 
article from $4.75 to $5.25 per pound 
as to quality, while another asked 
$6.75 to $7.50, same basis. Others 
wanted $5.30, $6.35 and $6.75 as to sell- 
er. Bourbon oil was priced at $4.35 to 
$4.85 per pound in one direction, and 
at $5 to $6 in another, while competi- 
tors named $5, $5.75 and $6.50 per 
pound. The trade agreed that the crop 
of Algerian oil was a short one this 
year. 

Ginger.—The price range was wider, 
being $3.15 to $4.40 per pound accord- 
ing to seller. No two spot quotations 
agreed, the several quotations collect- 
ed being $3.15, $3.25, $3.35, $3.75, $4.25 
and $4.40. The raw material continued 
in very firm position on the basis of 
the recent several advances in price. 

Lavender.— Crop news was to the 
effect that the collection of lavender 
flowers was smaller than normal in 
France this year. The cultivation of 
the article has been practically ended 
because of its being unprofitable in 
view of the short life of the plants. 
Also, the, wild lavender has been re- 
duced in volume for some reason not 
exactly clear. The view of many is 
that oil prices will be advancing if 
demand prove normal. Spot quota- 
tions ranged $2.50 to $6 per pound ac- 
cording to seller and test. 

Lemon.—A market of routine pro- 
portions was noted and for the most 
part trade lacked normal vitality. 
Pricewise, the market continued to be 
fairly steady. California was still the 
most advantageous purchase on the 
market, being priced at 50c. per pound 
as compared with $1 to $1.15 quoted 
on the Messina oil. 

Lime.—The market was considerably 
more competitive than it had been of 
late and prices were subject to cor- 
rection or revision on the development 
of a bolder inquiry than had been 
common to the article in recent weeks, 
Demand was along quiet lines that 
were mainly for prompt manufactur- 
ing requirements of not a great many 
consumers. 

Mace.—Prices have been marked up 
at last to $1.30 to $1.35 per pound as a 
general quotation; until last week there 
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had remained a single seller at $1.25 
as against others whose minimum quo- 
tation had been $1.30 for some time 
past. The basic position of the article 
reflected the strength in raw material. 

Nutmeg.—All but one seller was at 
last on the uniform basis of $1.30 to 
$1.35 per pound; there was one quarter 
whose minimum quotation was $1.30. 
The market was very firm, reflecting 
strength in the cost to produce further 
supplies from raw material at the 
present advanced cost. ; 

Orange.—Contracts in force on Cali- 
fornia oil have engaged a substantial 
part of the possible production of the 
material, and hence prices were very 
firm at $2.10 per pound. Except for the 
very top brand of Messina oil, priced at 

2.30 per pound, the quotation for Cali- 
fornia oil was high on the market. 
Quotations ranged down to $1.60 per 
pound. West India oil was slightly 
lower at $1.60 to $1.85 per pound, ac- 
cording to seller. Demand was mainly 
quiet, but it was also fairly steady. 

Palmorosa.— The spot price was 
slightly higher at $1.80 to $2.85 per 
pound, according to seller, but practi- 
cally no demand was reported for the 
article and, to a considerable extent, 
the market was nominal. 

Pennyroyal.—Prices for the import- 
ed article were still easier in some 
quarters whose quotations had been 
substantially higher than most other 
spot sellers of the article. Quotations 
ranged $1.35 to $1.70 per pound, as to 
seller, and demand was light. Do- 
mestic oil was firm but lacked impor- 
tant activity, and prices held un- 
changed. 

Peppermint.—The lineup of prices 
changed very little, local dealers for 
the most part repeating previous quo- 
tations and showing a disposition to 
await further developments in the pri- 
mary market. So far as this market 
was concerned, fewer unsolicited offer- 
ings were received from the middle- 
west, and it appeared that holders 
there were not being pressed quite so 
actively for cash, and hence were more 
disposed to hold for higher prices. All 
advices from the country insist that 
the market will advance during the 
coming season.

There was a single 
seller at $1.75, the balance of the trade 
lining up at $1.90 per pound (one 
seller), $2 per pound (three sellers) and 
$2.10 (one seller). The trade felt that 
ultimately the market will be ad- 
vanced in the Middlewest and the spot 
was expected to follow promptly.

Although the ramifications of the 
activities of the emergency, or policy, 
committee may be many, and their 
direction and scope may largely be 
influenced by conditions that arise 
from time to time, the committee’s 
general functioning has been defined 
by the President in his executive order 
naming the personnel of the committee, 
created by executive order June 30, as 
follows:— 

2. It shall be the duty of said Indus- 
trial Emergency Committee (1) to make 
recommendations to the President through 
its director, with respect to problems of 
relief, public works, labor disputes and 
industrial recovery, together with allied 
problems of agricultural recovery; (2) to 
study and co-ordinate the handling of 
joint problems affecting these activities, 
and (3) to determine, with the approval 
of the President, the general policies of 
the administration of the national indus- 
trial recovery act.

eal price advantages on potash were 
mentioned as a “loss leader” for the 
sale of superphosphate. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—The market did not 


contain much in the way of new de- 
velopments last week. In company 
with other ammoniate materials, trade 
was light and scattered. Steadiness, 
however, was a very evident charac- 
teristic on the price side of the mar- 
ket. Ex-vessel quotations at the ports 
continued at $23.50 per ton for ma- 


terial in bulk, $24.80 per ton for ma- 
terial packed in 200-pound bags and 
$25.50 per ton for material in 100- 





bags. As mentioned previously, 
nitrate holds a good technical position 
because of the strengthening position 
ot sulphate of ammonia. 

Sulphaie of Ammona.—Last week’s 
trade was light but the absence of busi-

from a position of strength. The mar- 
ket price of $24 per ton for material in 
bulk, f.o.b. cars at the ports or produc- 
ing points, was considered “rock- 
bottom”.

$1.0714 per unit, delivered inland. 

Dried Blood.—Buvers showed stout 
the asked price and even 
the imported article, which recently 
underwent an increase in import costs, 
was not readily salable at the previous 
asking figure. Domestic material in 
New York was quoted at $3 per unit 
but buvers were indisposed to take up 
the offerings at this figure. The Chi- 
cago market was irregular with quo- 
tations of $3.25 per unit as the gen- 
eral position but there were other of- 
ferings at $3.15 per unit. Imported was 
offered at $3.10 to $3.15 per unit, com- 
pared with $3.25 per unit a week ago 
As mentioned previously, imported ma- 
terial was statistically strong because 
of recently increased ocean freight 
and the lack of cargo space but 
the buyers simply won't pay $3.25 per 
unit The highest price paid in the 
recent movement was $3.20 per unit. 

Castor Pomace.—There has been no 
trading reported in the past ten days 
or so.

Fish Scrap.—A few more orders for 
unground menhaden scrap were re- 
ported to have been booked last week, 
but the total tonnage was small, The 
price remained at $2.50 and 10c. per 
unit-ton, f.o.b.
